"I want to find the best man for the 


office; the man who is most accept- 
able to the rank and file of the repub- 
lican party and the Independent vot- 
ers. I Intend to do everything'In my 
power to see that such a man Is elect- 
ed."Colonel Roosevelt's'Indication of his 
position, made less than an hour aftor 
the departure for New York of Gov- 
ernor Hughes, Is taken as a significant 
side light on 'the conference between 
the governor and the colonel. 


Rooievelt to Take • Hand. 


While both men refused this. morn- 


Ing to disclose 'the precise subject 
matter of their conference it Is be- 
lieved from the attitude that It was 
decided that Mr. Roose\-elt would talco 
an active personal 'part Jn regard ;o 
the nomination of a candidate for gov- 
ernor. 


Governor Hughes left at 10 o'clock 


for'New York In an automobile. Col 
onel Roosevelt was smiling contented- 
ly when he was seen shortly after- 
ward. "I had a delightful visit with 
Governor Hughes," said he. "We had 
i most Interesting talk." 


"Did you talk politics with him?" ha 


waa asked. 


The queslon seemed to amuse hlm. 
"Of course we talked 'of political 


conditions," he replied. 
"What else could we talk about?" 


continued the colonel. "We discussed 
things which we have been anxious 
for a long 'time to talk-or"' :

Munich. Bavaria, July 13.—A shar] 


earthquake was felt here at 9:45 o'cloci 
this morning. The walls of 'severa 
buildings were cracked. 


The wave-like movement continued 


for three seconds thoroughly terrify- 
ing the people who fled from their 
homes and remained In the streets long 
after the disturbance had ceased. Th< 
shock was felt also in surrounding vil- 
lages, including Garmisch. A repor 
from Oberammergau says that the 
shock was noticeable there, but thai 
little damage was done. 


Although no casualties have been re- 


ported here, investigation developed 
that the effect of the disturbance was 
greater than was at first thought. 


The walls of se\-eral school houses 


cracked and the teachers and pupils 
ran shrieking into the streets. Th? 
municipal council ordered the school 
buildings closed until they could be 
thoroughly examined. 


The (own hall was severely shaken 


and books tumbled from the shelves of 
the public library. The telephone sys- 
tem was badly affected while the sels- 
mographic instruments at the observa- 
tory were thrown out of order.

Mrs 
Skora first .told the police'1 that she 
had been shot by robbers, but letters 
were found which revealed that the 
woman had entered into a suicide1 pact 
on account of a love affair. 


Confesses Suicide Pact. 


The letters were from Casimi Mal- 


skl, a highly educated young 
Pole. 


Later In Bellevue hospital when Malskl 
was taken before the woman she ad- 
mitted that he had shot her, and then 
told the police that the two had joined 
in a suicide pact, but that he had been 
unable to take his own life because 
after he had reloaded his revolver the 
cartridge missed fire. 


The suicide pact," according to Mrs 


Skora, who Is a handsome woman ol 
21, was the outgrowth of a boy and 
girl love affair which had its incep- 
tion when she and Malski were in 
school together in Poland.

the premier and minister of finance, 
denied today that the recently made 
convention between Japan and Russia 
was Influenced by Secretory Knox's 
proposition for the neutralization of 
the Manchurlan railways. He said: 


"There is not the slightest founda- 


tion for the assertions published In 
Europe that the Russian-Japanese 
convention was the outcome of the 
neutralization proposition. It had ab- 
solutely no connection therewith nor 
was It directly or indirectly intended 
as an answer to the United. States. 


"The convention was framed practi- 


cally long- prior to .any proposal af- 
fecting Japan's .interest in the rail- 
roads of Manchuria, It was made sole- 
ly with the. purpose of affording a re- 
assurance of the' friendly relations be- 
tween Japan and Russia and of in- 
suring peace In the far east, though 
at the same time with the practical 
object of Improving traffic connections 
and working arrangements between 
the railroads. 


"It Is Japan's determination to ad- 


here closely to all agreements 
and 


treaties with China and other na- 
tions." 


SHORTEST ON RECORD. 


Washington, July 13.—The text of 


tho long awaited Manchurian conven- 
tion between Japan and Russia, signed 
July 4, -at St. Petersburg, Just, made 
public, shows it is one'of the shortest 
international treaties of modern times, 
being Just 237 words In length.

Sent Up for Final Test. 


Today it was Inflated for a flnal test 


by tho crew. The ascent was made 
near Opladen and during a fog.

176 feet In length, and 33 feet in diam- 
eter. 
The motors were of 125-horse 


power and drove the airship at a speed 
of 28 K miles an hour.

Made a Good Start. 


According to these the start was 


well made. The Erbatoeh rose grace- 
fully pushing Its way through the fog 
to a height estimated at several hun- 
dred yards.

To the on- 
lookers the airship appeared to obey 
her helm perfectly. 
Suddenly there 


was a loud report and at the moment 
the forepart of the vessel crumpled 
up and the gondola was twisted about 
until it appeared as though standing 
on one- end. As the gas escaped from 
the forward compartment the prow 
swayed downward. For a flash the 
airship fluttered like a wounded bird 
and then fell swiftly to earth. Erb- 
stoeh and his companions were killed 
the second that they struck the ground 
Their heads were battered In and every 
limb was broken. 


Tore Balloon to Pieces. 


An examination of 
the 
wreckage 


showed that the 
benzine tank had 


burst, tearing to shreds the rubber en- 
velope directly above It. The destruc- 
tion of this envelope caused the boat to 
collapse.

Law. 


The government hns been nsked to 


again extend the limit for installing 
ash.pa.ns on locomotives on some of the 
smaller railway systems, the manag- 
ers of the roads claiming that they 
have been so busy that they could not 
spare the engines long enough to place 
the patent pans upon them. Most of 
the big systems. Included being the 
Pennsylvania, have met. the require- 
ments of the law, or nearly so. The 
Pennsylvania reports 100 per cent of 
their power equipped, the Wabash 75 
per cent and the Nickel Plate about SO 
per cent. The law was calculated to 
save life and limb, H being claimed 
that many accidents happened to fire- 
men who went beneath, their engines 
to clean the ashpans. Motive power 
officials, however, cla.im that accidents 
of this kind have been exaggerated 
and that the ashpan law was merely a 
piece of politics and that no real rea- 
son for Its enactment existed.
